I trust that it has not gone astray, 
but as I am unable to account for the delay I though it beat 
to write to you.

Dear Sir: 
The delay in informing you of the reseipt of the medals which you sent 


to us, has been largely due to the difficulties of getting them through the 
Customs here. But they, at last, reached our hands about a week ago. I am 


| retaining the two medals which we requested from you, "Il Tacchino", and the 


small “Gloria Tibi Soli",- the former st one thousand (1000) lire, and the 
latter at three hundred (300) lire. — 


We are beturning to you, by parcel post, the two large medals, (a) the 
Eagle medal presented to S$ Mussolini; (b) the design for the ten centesimi. 
aad fhe two buttons executdll for D*Annunzio, together with the second specimen 
of "Gloria Tibi Soli” are enclosed herewith. We should have very much liked 
to keep more than one of these pieces, wit the transportation charges were so 
heavy that we could not do so, If these medals had been sent by mail the cost 


‘would have been very slight, and they could have been packed so tmt they would 


have travelled without risk of injury, As they were sent however, packed in a 
box, the foreign charges amounted to $20.50, and the further charges of pasaing 
them through ow Customs (this did not comprise duty) brough the total cost of 
the transportation up to $36.00 (about 725 lit.). sum has about exhausted 


_ what we had available for purchasing these medals, and in consequence we have 


been under the necessity of returning all except those requested. I can quite 
understand that you may ve desired to avoid any risk to these pieces in | 
entrusting them to the ordinary mil, and I hope you will understand the above 


as an explanation of why we are unable to mke further purchases.
